I., Feb. 5.— Mrs. E liz ­ 


abeth Mohr was acquitted tonight by 


the jury of the charge of having insti­ 


gated the murder of her husband, Dr. 


C. Franklin Mohr. 
Victor Brow n and 


Henry Spellman, negroes, accused of 
the actual killing, were found guilty, 
and the penalty fixed at life imprison­ 
ment. 
The 
jury 
deliberated 
seven 
hours. 
Another charge against the woman 
and two negroes is still pending. They 
are charged with com m itting an as­ 
sault on Em ily Burger with intent to 
kill. 
Miss Burger was shot while rid­ 
ing with Dr. Mohr on the night he 
was attacked and killed. 
The principal witness for the state 
was George Healis, Dr. M ohr’s negro 
chauffeur, who confessed, implicating 
the others. 
He pleaded guilty to m an­ 
slaughter. 


The case was given to the jury at 
10:15 
o’clock 
this 
morning. 
Judge 
Stearns, in charging the jury, declared 
that it was their duty, if they conclud­ 
ed that the state had proven its case, 
to say “ guilty,” w hatever the conse­ 
quences in each case or in any case 
might be. 


“ The law recognizes 
no color, no 
creed,” the court said. 
“ Pay no at­ 
tention to the fact that 
one 
of the 
defendants is a woman and two are 
colored men. 
They 
are three citi­ 
zens on trial, and I charge you not to 
allow any feeling excepting an hon­ 
est desire to do im partial justice to 
enter your minds.” 
* 
“ The law,” explained the court, “ in 
regard to principle, is this: 
W here 
any persons are present, aiding and 
abetting in the actual commission of 
a crime— in this case it is murder— 
they are equally 
guilty 
with those 
who commit the crime. 
Mrs. Mohr 
has bee indicted as an accessory be­ 
fore the fact. If you find that she aid­ 
ed, hired, procured or assisted one or 
both of the other defendants, she is 
guilty.” 


The court asserted that under the 
law an accessory can not be convict­ 
ed unless one or both of the princi­ 
ples are found guilty, 
and therefore 
it was logical that the jury first de­ 
termine the guilt or innocence of the 
other two defendants. No confession, 
he said, had 
been 
made 
by 
Mrs. 
Mohr, but 
she 
had 
made 
threats 
against her husband. It was for the 
jury to determine the value of these 
alleged 
threats. 
“ Inasmuch,” 
said 
the court, “ as confessions are to be 
taken only against the persons m ak­ 
ing them, the alleged 
confession, of 
Brow n and Spellman 
are 
not to be 
taken against Mrs. Mohr.”

The five men that 
were elected in the spring of 1911 were re-elected 
last 
spring for 
another four years, showing conclusively that the people were sat­ 
isfied with the commission government. 
The 
report 
goes on and 
says: “ Adopting a policy of efficiency and 
economy, 
the commis­ 
sion has zealously maintained its high ideals.” 


The commissioners meet once each week, the public is at lib­ 
erty to take part in the meetings and the humblest citizen is given 
the most respectful hearing. One of the most remarkable displays of 
the efficiency of the commission government is the manner in which 
the m atter of weights and measures has been handled. 
During the 
first eighteen months after the commission took charge the weigh­ 
master tested 25,307 different weights and measures and condemn­ 
ed and confiscated several thousand that were not up to the stand­ 
ard, and brought many offenders into the courts. 
Trenton 
trades­ 
men for years had been given to this small, penurious way of beat­ 
ing the housewives of that city. 
W e do not believe this latter sw in­ 
dle is very much in vogue in Sedalia. 
But 
other things the com­ 
missioners have done that is attracting the attention of the country 
is a magnificent municipal and tuberculosis hospital, just 
complet­ 
ed, and this has been done without putting any burden on the city. 
Nothing appeals to the world so sweetly as to see those in authori­ 
ty looking after the poor and afflicted and every community 
has 
some of the unfortunates. 


A fter floundering around for years with its unwieldy council of 
twenty-eight men, the commission form was adopted and the results 
thus obtained have demonstrated beyond the drearies of its staunch­ 
est supporters the superiority of the new' plan, both in economy and 
efficiency, and the city has advanced with rapid strides. Here are' 
a few figures: 


At the end of the first fiscal year the commissioners had saved 
to the city $4,377.31 in the cost of administering 
the city’s affairs, 
and since then the saving has been much more, 
totaling 
for five 
years $73,000. It is simply getting away from the obsolete way of 
doing things, that’s all. And just for the same reason that we have 
done away with the candle or use a typewriter instead of a quill or 
steel pen. Sedalia is not as large a towTn as Trenton, 
but its citi­ 
zenship is just as progressive. W e have led in very many steps for­ 
ward. Let us not lag in this New* Rule movement that Is spreading 
to all parts of the country. It has been on trial 
for 
sixteen years, 
and over 375 cities are now' operating under the 
commission form. 
It has never failed to improve existing conditions.

to four times as many men as wo­ 
men in the almshouses, is indicated 
in a report just issued by the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections. 
The almshouse population of the 


state is 3,013, the city of St. Louis 
leading with 789, and Jackson county, 
which includes Kansas City, being 
second with 333. 
The total cost for 
maintenance in 1915 was $412,734, an 
average of $4,245 for each county and 
$137 for each inmate. 
In St. Louis 586 men and 203 wo­ 
men are cared for in almshouses. 
In 
the Jackson county institution there 
are 313 men and 70 women. 
Women 
inmates were in majority only in 17 
counties. 
Among the reasons given 
for the larger male

almshouses are that 
relatives 
are 
quicker to care for women than for 
men and that courts are willing to 
assist women more readily than men.

Official Washington sat up and took 


notice of a clause in the speech of 
President Wilson at Topeka when he 
said: 
“It may be necessary to use the 
force of the United States to vindicate 
the rights of American citizens every­ 
where to enjoy the protection of in­ 
ternational law.’’ 
It is believed by 
many who are in close touch with 
conditions 
that 
the 
statement had 
reference 
to 
the 
situation brought 
about by the seizure by British author­ 
ities of ships flying the American flag 
and bearing cargoes destined to neu­ 
tral ports, and that its purport was to 
serve warning on England that contin­ 
ued interference with United States 
commerce would no longer be borne 
with patience by this nation. 
If this 
is so the statem ent will without doubt 
become historic in that it sounds a 
new note in the foreign policy of the 
country. 
For a long time it has been felt that 
Great Britain has arbitrarily exceeded 
its rights under international law in 
taking possession of cargoes of Amer­ 
ican foodstuffs, cotton, clothing and 
other manufactured products and that 
the time had come to call a halt, and 
those interested feel that the Topeka 
declaration simply means that the ad­ 
ministration will tai'e steps to pre­ 
vent further acts of like character. 
The country will be glad to know 
that something of this sort has been 
determined upon, for while it lias been 
disposed to abide by the acts of the 
Washington authorities and let them 
work out solutions of all the vexing 
problems brought about by the war, 
at the same time it has felt that the 
British have* taken advantage of con­ 
ditions to commit acts that have been 
without a shadow of legal excuse. 
If, 
then, the president has found authori-1

Indications that whisky is being 
smuggled into the Eastern Peniten­ 
tiary in Philadelphia or, what is more 
probable, “moonshined” within the 
prison walls have caused a gieat sen­ 
sation in that city. 
Pennsylvania 
women are up in arms over the al­ 
leged discovery. 
The charge that Warden McKenty, 
himself a Prohibitionist, has been 
unable to enforce prohibition within 
a prison is causing amusement. It is 
said by police officials that “moon­ 
shining” is a common practice among 
convicts almost everywhere and that 
it is almost impossible to stamp it 
out. 
One 
well - known 
Pennsylvania 
chief of police explained that on go­ 
ing through the kitchen of a certain 
penitentiary, he noticed potato peel­ 
ings nicely cleaned and separated in 
a pile. 
A convict, whom the chief 
knew, explained that the 
potato 
peelings were distilled for the pur­ 
pose of supplying the inmates with 
whisky. 
Expose of the illicit traffic in (he 
Eastern Penitentiary was made by 
ra. Elizabeth^erby, of Naraberth, 


state president of the King’s Daugh­ 
ters. The facts, as she had reported 
them, have been laid before the 
Parent - Teachers’ 
Association, 
of 
Lancaster. 
Mrs. Derby tells of her 
discovery as follows: 
“While performing work, a pris­ 
oner remarked to me he would never 
touch liquor again, whereupon I told 
him this pledge 
was 
easier 
to 
keep within prison walls than out­ 
side. 
The prisoner then said he 
'could get all the liquor he could pay 
for. 
In response to my request, he 
brought me two one-pint bottles of 
whisky and a large box of mor­ 
phine. 
These I took to Warden Mc- 
K ent^ as he had remarked to me 
previously that only proof counted. 
He received me with indignation, 
directed at the prisoner and myself. 
“Three months later, finding that 
j liquor and morphine were still being 
smuggled to prisoners, I asked the 
warden what he proposed to do to­ 
ward preventing the practice. 
He 
told me it was alone of my affair and 
that my business was teaching the 
prisoners religion. 
I finally sought counsel of George 


Wharton 
Pepper, of Philadelphia, 
who directed me to Doctor Hart, 
secretary of the prison board of in­ 
spectors. 
The doctor reprimanded 
me vehemently for broaching the 
matter to Attorney Pepper, and re­ 
marked that he did not know how 
Mr. McKenty would forgive it. 
I re­ 
plied that the forgiveness of Mc­ 
Kenty made little difference, for my 
sole purpose was the betterment of 
the prison.”

Chicago, 111., Feb. 5.—On February 
8th, President McGlasson, of the Anti- 


Bankruptcy Law Association of Chi­ 


cago, and a committee representing 
this organization, will attend a hear­ 
ing at Washington on the question of 
the repeal of the 
bankruptcy 
law. 
Congressman C. G. Edwards, of the 
First Georgia district, who has long 
been a bitter foes of the bankruptcy 
law, has arranged this hearing before 
the committee to whom his measure 
of December 15th, 
1915, 
advocating 
the repeal of the aet was referred. 
The Anti-Bankruptcy Law associa­ 
tion, as the name denotes, is an or­ 
ganization formed to work for the re­ 
peal of the present bankruptcy law, 
which, according to the report of the 
attorney general of the United States 
yields an average return to creditors 
of but seven per cent. 
For the past 
tw'o years ending .Tune 30th, 1915, ac­ 
cording to this report, there has been 
cleared through the bankruptcy courts 
the staggering sum of five hundred 
million dollars. 
“There is no doubt,” said President 
McGlasson in an interview' today, “of 
the ultimate success of cur undertak­ 
ing. 
Business is rapidly awakening 
to the harassing commercial brigan­ 
dage which the bankruptcy law legal­ 
izes, and we are receiving hearty sup­ 
port from all parts of the couni rv. The 
genius of fraudulent 
debtors 
and 
their attorneys and the palpable in­ 
adequacies of the 
bankruptcy 
law' 
form a hard combination to beat, and 
w'e should all strive also to impress 
upon debtors the sanctity surrounding 
obligations and that to pay debts that 
the mere formality of a discharge in 
bankruptcy is dishonest and to be 
discouraged. 
The state law's and all 
the laws of our various courts make 
it easy enough for a man to escape 
his liabilities without this added bur­ 
den of bankruptcy. Dow'n-to-date bus­ 
iness requires careful conservation of 
our commercial resources, and the 
wanton recklessness and thievery per­ 
mitted bv the continuance 
of 
the 
bankruptcy law must stop. 
“Amendments will not suffice, as 
history shows us how fusile and inef­ 
fectual were amendments to our other 
bankruptcy law's, which w'ere all re­ 
pealed after having 
been 
on 
the 
statutes a comparatively short time. 
Three amendments to our present act 
have not brought to it the semblance 
of efficiency or have made 
it 
an> 
harder for the crook and fraud to 
ply their trade? of devastating of bus­ 
iness, as witness the ever increasing 
harvest reaped 
each 
year 
in 
the 
big bankruptcy swindle. 
“A country wide campaign is being 


carried on to show' the need of re ­ 
peating the - bankruptcy law', 
which 
passed as a temporary measure, to af­ 
ford relief from the panic of 1897, Be­ 
ing so argued at that time by those 
instrumental in securing its passage. 
“That business has permitted 
the 
continuance of this now 
iniquitous 
law is one of our biggest mistakes,” 
said President McGlasson, in closing. 
“We now have adequate currency and 
banking legislation, which precludes 
(he possibility of further panics, the 
need of the law' is past and it should 
be wiped off our statutes.”

PIPER PRIRTED FOR THE BLIND 


First Edition for Sightless Has Just 
Been Issued. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 5.—The first 


edition of The Braille World of the 


Blind, a newspaper which can be read 
by the sense of touch, has just been 
published here by a group of w orkers 
for the blind, many 
of 
whom 
are 
themselves sightless. 
The paper was 
printed at the Missouri School for the 
Blind. 
The initial number has 33 pages, 
printed (or rather embossed) on one 
side only. 
It is the Braille edition 
of the ink print paper known as the

ing American citizens.

I t applications which were dismissed 
on Hie motion of petitioners. 
Some of the denials of the courts 
to issue naturalization papers, due to 
ignorance of the petitioners, are not 
easy to fully explain. 
Ignorance is 
not a specific cause for denial, even 
if the word was not one of very elas­ 
tic interpretation. 
As used in this1 
connection it simply 
signifies 
that 
the courts were not satisfied, as the 
law* specifically requires 
that 
they 
shall be, that the petitioners in the 
cases denied for this reason had even 
an elimentarv knowledge of our fed­ 
eral constitution, as would justify the 
belief 
that 
the 
petitioners 
knew’ 
enough about a republican form of 
government to make them desirable. 
There w*ere 18 rejections for miscel­ 
laneous reasons, not already speci­ 
fied.

Missouri is credited with 103 courts 
which have power enough to issue 
naturalization papers, but 45 of these 
seem to be habitually delinquent in 
making return to the federal author­ 
ities on papers they issue. 
During 1915, 3,222 aliens, making 
Missouri their home filed first declar­ 
ations of intentions to become citi­ 
zens, chiefly in federal courts. 
The' 
months of April, May and June, 1915, 
were the busiest in this respect, 950 
aliens applying to federal courts for 
their first papers and 70 
to 
state 
courts. 
The present federal 
law’ 
requires 
every petitioner for naturalization to 
embody in his petition the name of 
his w’ife, if he is married, and the 
dates of the birth and the names of 
his children, if he has any. 
Approxi­ 
mately 25 per cent of the petitioners 
are not married when granted natur­ 
alization papers, but the moment one 
marries an ali^n women this act na­ 


t u r a liz e s his w’ife, thereby granting 
her all the privileges that American 
born women have . 
A majority of the denials of courts 
to issue naturalization papers, in 1915
